A few issues ago, some of you might recall, I made a few 
passing remarks about the club seeking to become a Seven 
Hills Partner.

In order to provide a 'grass roots' level of support for 
people who own or wish to buy a Seven Hills product. 
Seven Hills have instigated a 'Partner Program'. Seven 
Hills Software will provide an up to date copy of all their 
latest software to a ncxninated member of a club (subject to 
their approval and a small joining fee). The person 
nominate by the club provides a two way feedback link 
between the club and Seven Hills, and will receive updates, 
bug rep<x1s, and notification of new products direct from the 
source. In return. Seven Hills requests that their products 
be demonstrated at meetings, and information on up^tes etc 
be passed onto members via club meetings, news letters, 
BBS's and the like. 

As you can see such an arrangement is both beneficial to 
Seven Hills and the club. We can now demonstrate new 
software as it becomes available which is a big plus, abiet 
only Seven Hills products, but as they say it's a start.

real thing. The (xiginal cq)ies sent from Seven Hills have 
been entrusted to our club through me, and I for rme see no 
benefit in destroying that trust. So if you wish to see a 
program in action please contact me, I will be only to happy 
to demmstrate it to you at a time ctnivenient to us both or at a 
club Open Day meeting. 

The club has received 3 software packages at present , 
Disk Access (IIGS), Graphic Writer 111 (IIGSj, and 
SuperConvert version 3.1 (IIGS). Anyone who ones an 
Apple //gs has seen SupeiConvert 2.1 which is an excellent 
Shareware package that enables you to load Apple II, 
Apple//gs, Mac, Ibm, Atari, Amiga, C64, GIF etc graphic 
files, view them, and then resave them in various other 
formats. Well SuperConvert 3.1 is not Shareware but is 
still an excellent buy for what it does, and the added features 
it provides, like the ability to handle 32(X) pics. Graphic 
Writer III enables you to produce newsletters, certificates, 
letters, posters, letters and much more at around a third of the 
price of Apple Works IIGS (which also has spreadsheet, 
database, and communications opticHis }. Disk Access is a 
New Desk Accessory (NDA) that gives you all the file 
handling options of the Finder and more in any desktop 
program at the click of the mouse. For more on these any 
other Seven Hills Programs keep reading Apple Bug for 
articles in future issues. 

According to a newsletter provided by Seven Hills, 
Graphic Writer III, and the Font Factory arc currently 
undergoing Beta testing and should be available soon. Also 
Seven Hills will also be releasing a few new products later 
this year. The first will be Shoebox, a HyperCard GS 
program that acts as a 'Home Information Center', Sound 
Smith (Commercial Version) which could also undergo a 
name change prior to release, and includes many new 
features, and FormEdit which is listed as a 'Maths Word 
Processor'. More information will be published as it 
comes to hand and I will also let you know as soon as the 
club receives this or any other new software via articles in the 
newsletter and at the meetings. 

Well that's about it. You now have access to cost 
effective software, with upgrades available free of charge to 
members, and access to bug reports and news on new 
products fi’om the source, Seven Hills. In return I feel that 
if we don't support the vendors of such schemes then we will 
have no one but ourselves to blame if they go out of 
business, or look else where for sales (e.g. Amiga, Ibm 
etc.).

Run out of add-(xis to install on your AppleWorks Classic 

disk? Well, here's another Total Control from Jem 

Software. 

Once installed, this programme becomes part of 
AppleWorks and adds new commands that are imm^iately 
accessed by open-apple key-press combinations. 

Designed by Randy Brandt and Dan Verkade, Total 
Control greatly increases the power of the database module 
by: 

a . Adding mathematic al functions to the database, 

b. Allowing automatic importing of data from one 
database to another, one record of a database to another 
record in the same DB file, or from a spreadsheet to a 
database. 

c. Allowing you to control the style of input. For 
exanple you can dictate diat the input has two decimal places, 
or a dollar sign, or dashes between numbers, or any 
combinations of text or numbers that you like. As data is 
entered it can skip these symbols and be automatically located 
in the correct position. For example, enter 071234567 and it 
could be tranrfexined into (07) 123 4567 without your typing 
brackets ot spaces. 

By stipulating the length of a category, you can ensure that 
a required input contains the required number of numbers (ex' 
letters) or be greeted with Ae traditional AppleWorks 
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"stuffed-up-again-eh!" beep and be returned to the category 
until you get it right handy for telephone numbers. 

d . Linking a database with a wOTd processor file on the 
desktq). This expands the maximum length of a categexy to 
any size desired. A sinqile Open-Apple-W command permits 
the (^lerator to jump from a defmed category to a stipulated 
pait of a defined wwd processor document I have written a 
macro that ensures the appropriate word processor 
documents are loaded at the same time as their linked 
databases. 

e. Adding a "glossary" command that permits the 
partial entry of data. When <retum> is pressed, the full data 
from a linked category replaces the letters you have typed. 

For example, type "UFS" and press <rctum> and voila! 
The category miraculously becomes filled with "UFS 
Dispensary, 123 Moribund Street, Slack's Creek." 

f. Providing a calculator function. When a formula is 
computed, the result is entered in the category under the 
cursor. 

My perceptions of the programme after 1 month of usage 
is that it's usefulness is only limited by my imagination (or 
lack thereoO. As it is available for cmly US$50.(X) from A-2 
Central in the USA, I recommend that avid AppleWorks 
users give this programme more than a cursory glance. 

However, please be aware that 1 have experienced some 
minor hiccups in the operation of the programme. It makes 
AppleWorks less forgiving of some of my less-common 
goof-ups. This leads me to conclude that it is still a rough 
diamond in the process of being refmed.

So on size alone CtmpactOT wins, with IX) set for best 
compressitm a close second, but there is a catch. Compactor, 
and DD (XI die smallest setting, to<^ twice as long as the other 
programs to do their stuff. I did not put a stop watch on the 
various times, but my impression was that the two stuffit 
programs tcxdc about the same time to run, with Disk Doubler 
on its fastest setting a fair bit faster. 

One program that I did not test is a new compression 
program called "SuperDisk!". I could give a long-winded 
explanation of why not, but the troth is I forgot that Power 
Peripherals had sent the club a demo disk. 

There was a program written back in 198-something, that 
would test the RAM (Rand(xn Access Memory) of the Apple 
Macintosh. The program was written to test the 128K and 
S12K Macs, and c(xild not handle the "Plus" with 1 Mb and 
bombed. Well it has at last been updated to versicxi 2, and 
can now handle 4Mb successfully. This is not the most 
used utility around, but on those odd occasions when the 
machine mysteriously and regularly bombs, it is nice to be 
able to run a test to convince yourself that the problem is ncX 
the RAM. If you are interested it is available flom the club's 
PD library.

GS/OS Utility Disk #12 

A2fx vO.8 - This is the latest version of this excellent 
utility. A2fx transfers files from 800k Macintosh disks to 
any Prodos formatted drive. It is menu driven and uses the 
same interface as Shrink It (8 bit version). In this version 
many of the bugs have been fixed and it allows you to select 
what filetype that it assigns to the transferred file. 

Alert Sound CDev - Alert Sound is an accessory to 
the graphic ccxitrol panel NDA which allows you to change 
the beep sound cm your IIGS. Unlike other such programs 
currently available. Alert Sound works from within the 
control panel, and also allows you change your beep easily 
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and instantly. Plus, Alert Sound gives you control over the 
sound volume and over the pitch of the standard beep, and 
comes with five standard sounds from the Macintosh. Alert 
Sound requires System Disk S.0.4 or higher. 

Big ^it Thing vl.0b3 - Big Edit Thing (BET) is a 
powerful New Desk Accessory-based word processor, 
designed to work under Apple Ogs System Software v.5.0.3 
or newer. It supports loading, editing, and saving files in a 
number of popular file formats including; Text, Teach, 
ORCA/APW Source Code, and AppleWorks (v.1.0 - 3.0). 

If currently only supports one niler, but it allows multiple 
fonts, sizes, styles, and colors in a document. Srmie of the 
other features include: In-window menu bar with full 
keyboard menu equivalent support; multiple ruler formats 
including inches, centimeters, and pixels; variable-interval 
auto save feature; powerful Fmd/Replace movable modal 
dialog; document printing and resource based interface.

Extended Command Processor 16 vO.26 • ECP- 
16 is a ProDOS 16 System program, program selector, 
controlling program, and operating system shell. This 
encompasses a lot of functions for this one program but it is 
basically a replacement to the Apple supplied Fmder for users 
who would rather control their ^DOS 16 environment via a 
command line interface such as that familiar to users of ECP- 
8, CP/M, MS-DOS, or UNIX. ECP-16 shares some features 
in common with APW (Apple Programmer's Workshop) and 
with ORCA/M (CMICA/M for the Apple Ilgs). 

The product duplicates or improves on many of the 
features found in APW/ORCA anil adds other features not 
found in the other shells. (ECP-16 has been around for a 
while, but never placed on a Disk of the Month, so here it is.) 
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Fontasm 1.0 - The Fontasm program for Apple IIGS 
is the perfect conqilement for a GS specific wind processing 
program. It allows you to edit, customize and create 
standard font files which are used in all GS desktop 
programs and word processors, and it offers a smart 
cut/paste feature for character managing within a font. Its 
only limitations are your cennputer's memory and the size of 
the character which must not exceed a 128 * 128 dot matrix 
size. You will boost your word processor to its limits and 
achieve better printing quality with ImageWriter printers 
because it will correct all your fonts (and they need it). 

ShowPic v6.0 • This is the latest version of this 
powerful graphics NDA. With this version, almost the 
entire program has been rewritten, and now converts 
MacPaint files, and has more options. ShowPic now uses 
resources. It also supports display of GIF, Print Shop GS 
& 3200 colour pictures as well as the standard graphic file 
types. ShowPic is the fastest graphic conversion program .1 
have seen - retxmimended for every Apple Menu. 

StartLogo vl.4 - Here is a program written by yours 
tmly. StartLogo is an Init program that displays a small 
graphic (logo) chi your GS/OS start-up screen. I got the idea 
from a similar program on the Macintosh II. This version 
displays an IBM logo with a circle and cross through it 

SuperView v2.2 ■ Lately a new version of SuperView 
has come out each month. Well this is the latest - it now 
supports the display of PaintWorks animations as well as 
most graphic file types on the GS. Where SuperView shines 
is in the ability to di^lay 32(X) colour pictures. It will also 
convert 3200 colour pictures into Apple's standard file 
format. 

Write Away! vl.OO ■ A GS word processor that even 
single 3.5" drive users can actually use, with enough features 
keep it in use all the time. It can display Text, Teach Text, 
SRC (Orca etc.) & AppleWorks files and save in both the 
Text and Teach Text formats.

Part two of the Kansas Fest article contains details of 
what Apple Computer announced and demonstrated at 
KansasFest '91. 

HyperCard Ilgs - Apple displayed the latest version 
of HyperCard for the Ilgs. Version 1.1 is faster than version 
1 .0 and contains more features to better handle colour. It has 
better compatibility to HyperCard 2ji on the Macintosh. It 
now supports Xwindows - floating windows like the Tools 
Window can be created using HyperTalk. The new version 
also contains a stack that uses the new Media Control Toolset 
(part of System 6.0). 

SuperDrive Card - This card will connect to either 
the Apple He or Ilgs and allow you to connect a SuperDrive 


to your computer. A SuperDrive supports the 1 .44 megabyte 
(Hi^ Density) 3.5 inch disks and well the 800k and 4()0k 
disks. The SuperDrive comes standard on all production 
Macintosh models (except notebooks - see Apple News). On 
an Apple Ilgs with System 6.0 you will be able to read and 
write to 1.44 meg. Macintosh disks. With the SuperDrive it 
is also possible to read MS-Dos formatted disks - both 720k 
and 1 .44 meg. 1 have been told that the SuperDrive will cost 
no more that the Apple Disk 3.5, however, pricing 
information of the card is unavailable. 

Ethernet Card - Ethernet has been a popular 
networking protocol for the MS-Dos world for a while. 
Apple have introduced an improved Ethernet system for the 
Macintosh range and it will soon release an Ethernet card for 
the Apple He and Ilgs. The advantage of Ethernet over 
AppleTalk is it's fast communication speed. 

System Software 6.0 - The operating system for 
the Apple Ilgs will take a giant leap forward with the 
introduction of System Software 6.0 later this year. It 
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was demonstrated at the KansasFest and the Apple User 
Group Conventimi in Sydney. 

System Software 6.0 will be shipping on five disks. The 
first disk boots to the installer, from there it's a single mouse 
click to update your system! Disks two & three contain the 
System Software, the fourth is the fonts (up to % points), 
and the last disk is configured to boot from an BOOK disk 
drive. 

System 6.0 contains two new applications. The fust. 
Teach is a text editor that can import AppleWorks, 
ApplcWoiks GS, TeachTcxt & MacWritc files. The second 
is Archiver which is a new backup program that has a host of 
options f(u selecting files. 

System 6.0 is sqiposed to handle 5.25" drives 200-300% 
faster and the Finder no longer polls 5.25 inch drives every 
time you quit 6txn an triplication. 

Another new Toolset has been added called the Media 
Control Toolset. Also new tools have been added like 
SysBeep2 that allows you to specify which sound file to play 
for specific events. System 6.0 includes drivers for the 
StyleWriter, Apple's flat bet Scanner and Apple's Tape 
Backiqi drive. The extra point sizes of the fonts gives better 
output on the StyleWriter. System 6.0 does not support 
outline fonts which would give the best result on the 
StyleWriter. 

There is a speed increase with System 6.0, is not as 
dramatic as between System 4.0 and 5.0. The Console 
Driver has been redone, and there are new hooks to get direct 
access to character ouqiut and input routines. 

MidiSynth and the Animation Toolkit will not be in 
System 6.0. Apple's Legal department doesn't want 
MidiSynth to be released on a System Disk until the Beatles 
leave them alone. The Animation Toolkit? Jim Mensch went 
to Mac DTS. So no erne's really sure about it, except that it 
won't be on System 6.0. Also a MS-DOS FST will n<« be 
included in System 6.0. 

System 6.0 features include: 

• The version number of the system now shows up on the 
splash screen. No more guessing what version of system 
software you are nmningl 

• FSTs (File System Translators) have been included fw Dos 
3.3, Pascal and Macintosh. This will allow you to read disk 
formatted with these operating systems and write to 
Macintosh formatted disks only. 

• You can have both a Prodos and HFS (Macintosh) partition 
on the same hard disk. 

• Disk insertions are now detected by the system and you no 
longer have to press return when GS/OS is asking you for a 
disk. Just put it in! 

• The old Program Launcher has been made a part of GS/OS 
and will be executed if there are no more programs to run 
when an application quits instead of re-executing the same 
program. 


■ Appl0-Bug 

• BASIC.Launcher has been built into GS/OS and P8. 

• The control panel works more like System 7 on Mac in that 
each Control Panel (not CDev anymore) comes up in its own 
window as if it were a DA or something. . Among other 
things, this means that authors will have more room available 
for their controls because the windows can be larger. 

• The Time CDe...er, uh. Control Panel has been redone. 
No more pq>-up menus with 0 - 59 seconds! 

• Some Control Panels have been consolidated (most of the 
AT printer CDevs are now incorpwated into the Net Printer 
Control Panel; Mouse and something else that I can't 
remembCT were put into the General Control Panel). 

• Universal Access is now available on all GS's, not just 
ROM 03: Close View - Magnifies the screen up to 12 (or is jL 
24) times. Video Keyboard - Same as what you type o' 
except it is on the screen and you use some other pointing 
device (such as the mouse) to "type" on it, and Easy Access - 
allows fw one fmger typing of multi-key combinations by 
making the modiHer keys "sticky" and for emulation of the 
mouse from the keypad. 

As well as the improved operating system. System 6.0 
secs a revamped Finder. Andy Nicholas has taken over the 
job to writing the Finder. Apparently the old Fmder had a 
lot of spaghetti code which Andy has fixed. This made the 
Finder smaller, so he added a huge number of new 
features... 

• There are eight Preferences options under Finder, four to 
control what shows up in list views of Finder's windows 
(FileType, Date/Time, Size, and a double height Info Bar to 
allow Volume statistics to show up), and four general options 
(Color Icon's background. Show Invisible files. Check the 
5.25" drive on Fmder Startup, and Save Finder Info. 

• Finder's Cleanup command has been greatly sped up. 
more going out for pizza while Finder counted the files u. 
your Font folder... 

• Scrolling in List views has been sped up by a factor of ... 
well, a lot! 

• You can do more with the icon matching structures that 
Finder 6.0 uses. For instance. Finder vl.3 only allows 
matching files by filetype, auxtype, or name. With Finder 
6.0 you could have icons which showed up on the fourth 
Friday of every month between 4 and 6 a.m., etc. Or, 
change the look of most of your icons after a certain date to 
remind you to do a backup, etc. There's a lot more... 

• If you're satisfied with the way Finder vl.3 works with 
iccHis, then you won't need a resource editor at all and your 
icons will fimction just the same as they always have.
